Other entries were sub-
mitted from Great Britain,
France, Italy, West Germany,
The Netherlands, Australia,
Japan, the Soviet Union, Re-
public of China, East Ger-

manv, Poland and Czechos-
lovakia, Among American
universitities, UCLA,

USC, Yale, Dartmouth, Bos-
ton and the State University
of Jowa were represented.

“The award recognized
“Pime Out of War’ as the best
student-produced film made
anywhere in the world dur-
ing the past ten years,” said
Professor Arthur Ripley,
head of film instruction at
UCLA.

“We are particularly grati-
fied in view of the fact that
many entries were heavily
subsidized by the profession-
al film academies of Iron Cur-
tain countries, where the edu-
cation of film directors is
taken as a matter of national
importance and much more
money is spent to educate
creative and competent film
makers.

While UCLA gives the
best training it can with the
resources available, more
teachers, production funds,
scholarships and industry co-
operation are needed if
UCLA is to compete consis-
tently with the best work
being_ done elsewhere.”

PUC Hearing Set

In Water Rate

The State Public Utilities
Commission has set Dec. 1 to
hear the application of the
California Water Service
(C‘ompany for an increase in
rates of approximately $188,-
H60 a year in its Hermosa-Re-
dondo district.

Examiner F, Everett
¥merson will conduct the
hearing at 10 a.m. in the com-
mission courtroom at 145
South Spring Street.

The company is seeking to
raise- the minimum service
charge for a 5/8-inch meter
from $1.50 to $1.85 a month,
with an increase of 22 cents
per hundred cubic feet of
walter,

Under existing rates the
customer using 1500 cubie
feet of water a month is
charged $3.75 and under the
proposed rates, if authorized,
the charge would be $4.474.

SERVES 21,000

The company, which serves
gome 21,000 customers in
Hermosa Beach, Redondo
Beach, a emall portion of Tor-
rance and adjacent unincor-
porated territory, contends it
needs the additional revenue
to offset steadily rising oper-
ating costs, G. L. Williams,
vice president and treasurer
of the company, cited- tax
bills as an example. While
total plant facilities increased
approximately 30 per cent
gince 1954, Williams said,
property taxes rose by about
65 per cent since then. The
company claims its rate of re-
turn will decline to 4.90 per
cent this year and under the
proposed rates a 6.80 per
cent return would be real-
jzed

During the hearing on Dee,
1, when all interested per-
sons will be given an oppor-
tunity to be heard, Commis-
sion staff engineers and ae-
countants will present the
results of their independent
investigation of the com-
pany’s operations and finan-
cial condition.
